Long Lists of Converts to Bryan Pur- 
nished Democratic Headquarters, 
Why a Priest Changed to 
Bryan’s Cause. 


Chicago, September . 27.—(Special.)—The 
campaign is growing interesting. In Chi- 
cago, as throughout the. entire west, ev- 
erybody is discussing politics. The most 
intense interest is manifested among all 
‘Classes of people. The demand for IHiter- 
ature on the money question is greater 
than Was ever known. The people are 
studying the question for themselves. 

On almost every street corner in Chica- 
gO every evening knots of men are gath- 
“ered discussing silver and gold. Orators 
are speaking from dry goods boxes and 
curbstones in all parts of the city. The 
great majority of these men are talking 
in favor of silver. Those speaking tor 
the gold stamGard can find no hearers, 
although a thousand or more of this char- 
acter of man is now on the pay roll of 
Mark Hanna's committee. 

Hanna is spending a mint of money. 
He has employed men not only in Chicago, 
but in all the doubtful states to organize 
voters in blocks of five after the manner 
of the once well known Dudley of Indiana. 
Unfortunately for Mr. Hanna, however, 
the Australian ballot prevails in all the 
doubtful states. 


Great lists of converts from republican- 
ism to democracy are furnished the dem- 
Ocratic headquarters here daily, and the 
tide in this city and state is undoubtec§y 
turning toward Bryan. 

Yesterday I wrote that not a single daily 
Paper in the great city of Chicago was 
advocating the cause of democracy. Yes- 
terday, however, The Dispatch, the larg- 
est and most influential of Chicago's af- 
ternoon dailies, announced itself for Bryan 
and for Altgeld. 

This means more than. would appear on 
‘the surface. It means that The Dispatch 
has become convinced, contrary, perhaps, 
to its wishes, that both this state and this 
city will give the democratic ticket, both 
state and national, a tremendous majority. 

Governor Altgeld himself predicts that 
this state will go democratic by from 40,000 
to 0.0% majority. He may be right and 
he might be wrong, but he is certainly in 
position to know the situation.

I made reference yesterday to the Cath- 
olic priest who endeavored to have a bank 
in this city return him $500 in gold which 
he had deposffed. The priest in question 
was Father Edward Kelly, pastor of St. 

It seems that Father 
Kelly is frequently called upon to act. as 
Business agent for parishioners who de- 
sire to deposit their hard-earned savfngs, 
or make investments of their scant in- 
comes. A few weeks ago one of Father 
‘Kelly’s parishioners—an old lady who had 
by rigid economy accumulated $500 in gold 
as the result of years of toil—came to him 
and said she was afraid the treasure, 
which was in twenty-dollar gold. pieces, 
would be stolen, and begged her pastor 
to deposit it in a bank for her. lather 
Kelly ccmplied with her request and de- 
posited the gold in the Illinois Trust and 
Savings bank, of which John J Mitchell 
is president. The bank readily took the 
yellow pieces and gave 4 certificate of 
deposit therefor. 

A few days later the old lady came to 
the conclusion, after reading the goldbug 
newspapers’ assertion that free coinage of 
silver would drive the gold out of the 
country, that she would prefer to have 
the gold coin in her own possession, and 
asked Father Kelly to get it for her. He 
cheerfully consented to do so, and, armed 
with the certificate of gold deposit, went 
to the Illinois Trust and Savings bank, 
where, by the way, the reverend father 
had a balance of his own of some $20,000, 
and presented the lady’s check for $500. 
9 his intense surprise and indignation 
the paying teller coolly shoved out $500 
in silver certificates. The good father re- 
fused to accept the certificates and made 
a vigorous demand for the gold. : 

‘We are not paying gold vut to anyone, 
was the cool response of the teller. 

“But my parishioner ‘deposited $500 in 
gold less than a week ago,’ said Father 
Kelly, ‘‘and she has a right to receive gold 
in return.”

THREE RATS KILLED A CHILD 


BABE OF TWO MONTHS GNAWED

Parents Leave an Infant Alone and It 
Is Attacked by Vicious Rodents 
in Its Crib.

Baltimore,gMd., Septen*ber 27.—Three big 
rats attacked the two-months-old baby of 
Mr. and Mrs. Isaac Ashor, of 110 Low 
street, last night and gnawed its face, head 
and neck to such an extent that the in- 
fant died in a short time. 

Mr. Ashor lives over his store. He was 
looking after his business and Mrs. Ashor 
had gone to market when the rats started 
to make a meal of the helpless infant, 
which was snugly tucked in the crib in 
the second story of the dwelling. 

Hearing the baby crying, the fathér hur- 
ried upstairs, and, as he entered the room 
in which the infant was lying, three large 
vicious-looking rats jumped out of the 
crib and scampered off. The horrified 
father found that.the flesh nad been torn 
from the baby’s tender face, head and neck.

HIS AIRSHIP WOULD NOT WORK.

Albatross Given a Thorough Test in 
Chicago. 


Chicago, September 27.—The final test of 
the air ship Albatross was made yester- 
day afternoon by William Paul, the in- 
ventor, and proved a failure. 

The party of experimenters had been 
waiting for two weeks at Dune Park, Ind., 
for a favorable wind with which to test 
the invention, and the opportunity came 
yesterday. It required eight men to put 
the machine upon the ways. Mr. Paul 
climbed into the frame hull and adjusted 
a hubber life buoy around his neck, as if 
he expected to encounter water. 

At 3 o’clock the man in the 
shouted ‘‘Al' offt’’ 

The ropes were cut and the ‘bird’ slid 
down to the end of the ehute and stoppe. 
Phe quartering wind had proved sufficient 
to arrest descent by friétion of the runners 
against the offside. 

Again the craft was placed at the top 
of the ways Ropes were fastened to the 
bottom and four men took positions to 
accelerate the -start with a hearty pull. 
The wind for a moment seemed not to 
come from the east, and all felt sure that 
the moment had arrived. 

“Once again let herjgo,”’ sang out the 
inventor. . 

A chop at the anchor rope, a swift scoot 
down the ways and the Albatross was off. 
[It was a plunge inte empty space, with 
sixty-nine feet between Mr. Pau) and the 
level of the sandy beach ahead of him. 

For an instant it seemed that his craft 
was making for the beach. The next in- 
stant u gush straight from the east hit 
the Albatross and she tilted perceptibly 
as the starboard wing caught the wind. 
The head turned to the west. 

Mr. Pau) shifted his weight to hold the 
craft for the water. He was not quick 
enough. Already the machine was wut of 
its course and a plaything for the adverse 
current. The momentum was increased 
by the wind striking the craft now sqvare- 
ly aft. It darted like a hawk after quarry, 
wheeling still more upon its course until 
it ran almost for the hi'’ «gal. Not more 
than 100 feet had been traversed tc the 
west until the Albatross dropped suddenly, 
beat into a clump ot frees and fell. The 
craft rested upon its left side, with the 
left wing shattered, a number of _ ribs 
smashed and other damages. 

Mr. Paul was not thrown off his feet, 
owing te the side rails, which he clutched 
witb desperate energy, but he sustained a 
bad cut over his left eye and several 
bruises. 

The inventor says the experiment was 
unsuccessful because of the quartering 
northeast wind, and that but for this he 
would have made a flight to astonish the 
world.

There 
was considerable indignation over the act 
and it is said that Burns has received 
threatening letters since. He has but few 
sympathizers in his loss.

Cleveland, O., September 27.—Just before 
dark tonight Edward Wald, a ship carpen- 
ter residing at 53 Mulberry street, narrow- 
ly ascaped lynching at the hands of an 
infuriated mob of west side citizens, only to 
meet his death by suicide. 

Wald came home under the influence of 
liquor, quarreled with his wife and finally 
struck her. 

The fourteen-year-old son, Edward, 
seized his father’s arm and entreated him 
to quiet down, mvhereupon the father be- 
came enraged and threw the boy down 
the stairway leading to the street, a dis- 
tance of twenty feet. The little fellow 
screamed for help and rolled out of th® 
open doorway. into the street writhing in 
convulsions. Dr. C. A. Turner was sume 
moned to attend the boy and a crowd 
quickly collected to revenge the brutal out- 
rage. 

Father McHale was hastened to the scene 
and administered the last rites of his 
church to the dying boy. Meanwhile the 
crowd Increased to a mob, which was 
goaded to fury by the sight of the helpless 
child struggling on the pavement unti’ 
the clamor for revenge swelled to an om!i- 
nous roar. An tmpromptu delegation of 
forty forced their way tnto the house to 
drag out the inhuman father and others 
were dispatched for a rope. 

Wald had locked nimself In a bedroom 
The door was broken open and he was 
dragged into the street, fighting desperate- 
ly. The police arrived before the rope ap- 
peared? and thus intercepted a lynching. 

The mob gave battle to the police, de- 
termined not to allow Wald to escape 
them. During the scrimmage .the prisoner 
broke loose from those who were holding 
him and ran down an alley toward the 
river. The mob was close at his heels and 
when the fugitive yeached the river, 
knowing that his chance for life wag Very 
small if captured, plunged ‘nto the cold 
muddy water of the Cuyahoga and was 
drowned. Tis body hag not been recor 
ered. The boy will die, and ihe wife's in- 
juries may also prove fatal. 


TWO NEGROES KILL A WOMAN. 


Murderers Force Their Way Into a 
House and Slay with an Ax. 
Raleigh, N. C., September 27.—Near Hen- 
derson yesterday two negroes went to the 
house of a nineteen-year-old white woman 
of ill repute named Faulkner and tried to 
gain admission. She ordered them to leave, 
They forcee an entrance and attacked her 
with an ax. She raised her arms to shield 
her head and both .were nearly cnt off. 
Her head was cut in five places. They 
spared her infant child, four months old.

DEATH RATHER THAN GIVE UP.. 
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KASSEBAUM BLOWS HIS BRAINS 
OUT WHEN CAUGHT. 


Slayer of Photographer Barnes Shoots 
Himself Before His Wife When 
Called on To Surrender. 
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Meridian, Miss., September 27.—J. C. Kas- 
sebaum, who assassinated A. S. Barnes, 
the photographer, in, his studio Thursday 
night, was found in this city last night and 
placed under arrest, but before he could 
be removed from the premises in which 
he was found, placed a pistol to his head 
and fired a bullet through his temple, 
making a wound from which he died sev- 
eral hours later. 

Kassebaum, it seems, after committing 
the murder on Thursday night, went to 
the residence of Mrs. Frank Howard, where 
his wife and children boarded, and re- 
moving his shoes, secreted himself under 
the adjoining residence, where he had re- 
mained since that time. He came out last 
night and went to Mrs. Howard's and met 
his wife and Mrs. Morris, the latter of 
whom, in (Mrs. Howard’s absence, had 
cherge of the household. He asked Mrs. 
Morris if he could remain there, and re- 
eeived a negative reply. 

A young man who also had rooms in the 
house was informed of Kassebaum’s pres- 
ence and he went at once for officers. 

Upon the arrival of Chief of Police Nel- 
son, quite a crowd had congregated and 
surrounded the house, and Kassebaum’s 
escape wag rendered impossible. 

Nelson entered the house and demanded 
his surrender, telling him that there was 
no chance for him to get away. Without 
any effort to escape, Kassebaum drew @ 
pistol and fired a shot through his temple. 
Ife tot€é Mrs. Morris that he killed Barnes 
in self-defense. 

Kassebaum died from the effects of the 
shot at 8:25 o’clock this morning, having 
never regained consciousness. 

The remains hewe been embalmed ang 
will be shipped to the home of the man’s 
brother in Indianaolis, Ind., tomorrow. 

Hig wife, who was in the room, and saw 
ber husband eud his life, is now in a 
serious condition, Physiclins have been at 
her bedside since the shooting.

Gladstone's Anti-Turkish Speech Causes 
Great Discussion in Germany. 


PRESS AS A RULE NOT PLEASED 
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Speech Is Calculated To Do More 
Harm Than Good, 


THOUMAYAN IS SAID TO BE AN AGITATOR 


Expulsion of the Armenian Lecturer 
Was Not Actual—German East 
African Troubles Growing. 


Berlin, September 2%7.—The anti-Turkish 
spe@ch delivered by Mr. Gladstone at last 
Thursday’s mass meeting in Livespool has 
been widely published here and generally 
commented on by the newspapers, a ma- 
jority of which speak of the address unfa- 
vorably. 

The Vossische Zeitung is the most indul- 
gent of any of the leading journals in its 
criticisms and goes no further than to ex- 
press »ope that the words of the former 
prime mipister of Great Britain will have a 
sobering effect upon the sultan and the pal- 
ace clique behind him. At the same .time 
the Vassische Zeitung suggests fhe possi- 
bility that the almost violent language em- 
ployed by Mr. Gludstone may re-awaken 
the fanaticisms of the Moslems and the Ar- 
menian revulutionists and their followers, 
leading tu the very results which he strong- 
ly denounced. 

Among the other leading German papers 
the consensus of opinion ts that the speech 
is more likely to do harm than good. 

The suggestion made by Mr. Gladstone of 
a severance uf the @ipromatic relations be- 
tween Great Brituin and Turkey is regarded 
by the papers as fantastic and only likely 
to encowage a renewal of the massacres in 
the aultan’s dominion. . 

The North German Gazette, in an ex- 
Maustive article in criticism of the speech, 
says: 

“It must be painfu) to many Englishmen 
to find that Mr. Gladstone does not knéw 
of any other remedy for the Turkish ex- 
cess than to thr@aten the sultan, while at 
the same time confessing that the threats 
could not be followeé by action.” 

The National Zeitung and some of the 
other journals accuse Mr. Gindstone of 
threatening a serious situation with levity. 

The practica) expu'sion from Berlin a few 
days ugo of Professor Thoumayan, the Ar- 
menian lecturer, who cume to Germany for 
the purpose of orgaptzing anti~Turkish 
meetings, has had a tendency. to dampen 
any possible official sympathy with the Ar- 
mentans. To the German official mind Pro- 
fessor Thoumiayan ts a mere agitator, who 
perhaps may be persenally trreproachable, 
but politically is indisttuguisable from the 
wildest and most funatical anarchist or 
Armenian revolutionist. According to the 
semi-official version of the imeident pub- 
lished in the Cologne Gazetsge, Professor 
Thoumayan owes his life to the German 
ambassador to Turkey, who interceded in 
his behalf when the professor was sentenced 
to death as a conspirator in Armenia, and 
procured for him a reprieve on the strength 
of Thoumayan undertuking to abandun his 
anti-Turkish agitation. Nevertheless, de- 
spite the fact that he received repented 
warnings from the Berlin police, Thou- 
mayan continued his attucks upon the sul- 
tan, and his crowning offense was commit- 
ted in his declaration at a recent anarchist 
meeting that the porte itself led arranged 
the affair of taking possession of the Otto- 
man bank. In recounting the details of this 
incident, however, ‘The Gazette omits tmen- 
tion of the fact that Professor Thoumayan 
went to the meeting in company with a 
well-known and highly respected fFerlin 
clergyman for the main purpose of refuting 
the statement which had been made by an- 
archist orators that the Armenian muve- 
ment was purely anarchistic. Dr. Linduur, 
the anarchist leader, having repeated’ this 
declaration, Professor Theymayan denied 
the truth of the allegation with much 
warmth. He repudiated all connection with 
the revolutionary manifestos which had em- 
anated from London and having dispused of 
this matter pruceeded to denounce the sul- 
tan and the ‘higher officials of the Turkish 
government. The meeting was sumewhat 
disturbed by the professor’s expression of 
his sentiments, and several speakers who 
followed him declared that h* was a paid 
agent of the Russian secret police. Pro- 
fessur Thoumaya: has not yet been actually 
expelled, though he is constructively under 
that ban, he having been informed that the 
threat of his expulsion from Germany wil!

Thé syndicate which has purchased the 
property has decided to pay $150,000 on No- 
vember ist in order to remove the property 
from the court’s possession. They will then 
begin immediate reorganization, having full 
possession, 

The road was purchased by a syndicate 
composed of Messrs. Henry K. McHarg and 
H. A. B. Post, of New York: Thomas Car- 
michael, of London, and other capitalists, 
some months ago. Ninety-two thousand 
dollars was paid down as the first payment. 
Since then $300,000 has been paid on the pur- 
chase. On November ist another payment 
of $100,000 ds due, but the purchasers have 
decided to increase this vayment to $150,000, 
This will make the total payment $542,000, 
which is enough to warrant the purchasers 
to take full possession of the property. The 
court will withdraw its control. The entire 
payment for the property amounts to rearly 
a million dollars. The entire «um will be 
paid in a year or two. 

Up to this time the vreceiv2rs, Meesrs. 
Eugene Spalding, of this city, and Mr. J. B. 
Glover, of Marietta, have managed the prop- 
erty, making their reports to Judge New- 
man. Mr. Spalding was appointed after Mr. 
Glover, by the request of the syndicate pur- 
chasers. They asked for his appointment 
that the purchasers might have a direct 
representative in the receivership manege- 
ment of the property. Mr. Spalding’s rrompt 
appointment was the result of this request. 
The wisdom of his selection has often been 
demonstrated by the splendid management 
of the property. s 

Plans for reorganization are already under 
contemplation, but nothing definite will be 
done before November. Messrs. McHarg, 
Carmichael and Post will come to Atlanta 
early in November and after an inspection 
of the road will decide upon a plan of re- 
organization, 

It ts positive that Mr. McHarg will be 
asked to accept the presidency. He is the 
vice president of the Manhattan bank, of 
New York; one of the leading directors of 
the Missouri Pacific railroad and the Wa- 
bash railway, and president of the Texas 
Central. 

He has had great success in reorganizing 
railroad properties and as he is one of the 
principal shareholders of the road, he will 
probably accept the presidency. 

As soon as the reorganization is brought 
about the. name of the road will be changed 
to the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
railway. An extension of the present line 
from Marietta into this city will be made as 
s00n as possible. As soon as this extension 
is completed it is proposed to extend the 
main line of the road on to Bristol, Tenn., 
where a connection will be made with the 
Norfolk and Western raiiway. This con- 
nection gives the road a northern outlet to 
Norfolk, and taps the great Baltimore and 
Ohio system. 

The purchasers of the Marietta and North 
Georgia, when the first payment was due, 
had some trouble in meeting it on account 
of legal proceedings in New York, which 
enjoined them from carrying out their plans. 
It was not generally understood at the time 
why prompt payment was not made. There 
was a misunderstanding between a New 
York trust company and e syndicate, 
which for the time being tied the hands of 
the syndicate. The matter was soon ad- 
justed, however, and the syndicate raised 
thy money and completed the contract for 


the purchase. 
The purchase of the property by a wealthy 


‘syndieate who will certainly extend the old 


Marietta and North Georgia so as to give 
this city another outlet to the north is a 
source of congratulation to all Atlantians 
and the reorganization of the property soon 
to be brought about will be watched with 


interest.

PRONOUNCE THE CONVENTION 
ONE OF MUCH INTEREST.

Delegates Remember Atlanta’s Hospi- 
tality and Praise the Gate City. 
Captain Lowry’s Election. 


Messrs. W. 8S. Witham and D. H. Liver- 
more, two of Atlanta’s four delegates to the 
convention of the American Bankers’ ASs- 
sociation at St. Louis, returned home yes- 
terday morning. Captain Robert J. Lowry 
and Mr. John K. Ottley have not yet re- 
turned. They are expected in a few days. 

Mr. Livermore was seen last night in re- 
gard to the work of the convention. He 
pronounced it one of the most successful 
and interesting conventions held by the as- 
sociation since its organization. 

He said that the election of Captain Low- 
ry to the presidency was made unani- 
mously. 

‘There was no opposition at all to our fel- 
low-townsman,”’ said Mr. Livermore, ‘‘and 
he was elected amidst enthusiasm. His 
speech was a fine one, and was received 
with great approval and applause by the 
convention. Every one at the convention 
was emphatic in praise of Atlanta's hospi- 
tality to the association when it convened 
here last fall. The next convention will 
probably be held at Detroit. No place has 
been definitely decided on. The executive 
committee will select the next place.’”’ 

The St. Louis paers praised Captain Low- 
ry’s speeches in accepting the presidency 
and at the banquet held after the adjourn- 
ment of the convention, in the highest 
terms. 

Mr. Witham’s defense of the small coun- 
try banks was referred to in St. «ouis as 
follows: 

‘Mr. Kemp, of Baltimore, ex-bank ex,am- 
iner, said that his experience was that the 
small bank was more trouble to keep tab 
on that one with a million capital. They 
were all in out-of-the-way towns and were 
hard to get at. In times of panic they 


could not reach aid, nor could it reach 
them as the emergency required. 
“Mr. Witham, of Georgia, said that he 


had the honvr vt being connected with 
twenty smail banks. He defended them 
stoutly, and repelled the idea of Mr. Kemp 
that they were so much trouble. Not since 
the war had there been a failure of a coun- 
try bank in Georgia. He did not know 
what kind of railroad facilities they. have 
in Maryland, but in Georgia there were no 
backwoods counties any more. All cf them 
had railroad facilities, and were in touch 
with Georgia’s metropolis, Atlanta. Nor 
does the country bank lend money on real 
estate if the young man who occupies the 
exalted position of cashier knows his bus- 
iness., 

“Mr. Witham did not give a picayune 
whether the law would allow them to or- 
ganize into small national banks or not. 
They might be very green without the en- 
lightment which the sign ‘National 
Bank’ on the door is supposed to carry 
with it, but somehow or another they man- 
aged to get along. Nobody ever nears of 
any of their cashiers or presidents skipping 
the country for parts unknown. They had 
never arrived at such proud period cf fash- 
ionable existence as to enjoy a ‘run,’ but 
if Dink Botts or Bill Huckelbee rode into 
town, and said he was ‘dead leary’ of the 
consarn, he was told to go on home with his 
money.

men denounced the statement as ridicu- 
lous. They continued to insist that the 
national convention would declare for 
gold, and urged the executive commit- 
tee to call two conventions, one for the 
purpose of nominating a governor and 
Statehouse officers, and the other for 
the purpose of nominating electors and 
ratifying the work of the national con- 
vention. 

They were so certain, indeed, that the

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The Federal Pension Roll. 

The pension roll of the government 
has steadily increased since 1861. During 
the first year of the war the number of 
federal pensioners was only 8,638. The 
last fiscal year, however, ending June 
30, 1806, disclosed the fact that 070,524 
names are enrolled. 

l’or the past year, however, the pen- 
sion roll was Increased by the addition 
of only 154 names. The inference to be 
drawn from these figures is that from 
now on the length of the roll will gradu- 
ally decrease from year to year. Such 
a diminution is in the nature of things, 
as over thirty-one years have passed 
since the curtain fell upon the great trag- 
edy of the war.

These figures will doubtless be sur- 
prising to many who have given the sub- 
ject but little theught.

Japan and the United States. 

The discriminating intelligence of the 
Japs is manifested by the recent deci- 
sion of that government to purchase na- 
val supplies in the United States. 

Though quite a small empire, meas- 
ured by its geographical area, Japan is 
in many respects one of the most re 
markeble countries on the globe. The 
Japs are shrewd, enterprising and pa- 
triotic, as the progress which they have 
made in recent years abundantly 
shows. Besides possessing a marked de- 
gree of originality, they are also char- 
acterized by a singular development of 
the imitative faculty. In proof of this 
latter trait the Japs have appropriated a 
number of western ideas within the last 
few years, including such practical in- 
ventions as the locomotive, the telegraph, 
the are-light and other notable scientific 
achievements. Such, indeed, has been 
the wonderful progress which the Japs 
have made of late and such the marvel- | 
ous growth of western sentiment in that 
remote corner of the globe that but lit- 
tle of the quaint orientalism which was 
once peculiar to the nation is now left. 

The progress which the little island 
kingdom of Japan has made within the 
past few years has not only elevated the 
condition of its own people but has ex- 
ercised a most potential and awakening 
influence upon the great empire of Con- 
fucius, 

Without railroads, telegraph lines, pos- 
tal facilities or any of the great improve- 
ments of modern invention, China has 
been wrapped, as It were, for centuries 
in the sleep of her own superstitions. In 
throwing aside the torpor which has 
so long stupefied her energies the great 
empire tacitly pays tribute to the little 
kingdom which has been its instructor 
in the arts of progress. 

Returning, however, to the Japs, the 
recent decision of the government to 
purchase naval supplies in this country 
is doubtless the outgrowth of a thorough 
investigation which was made some time 
ago. During the early part of the pres- 
ent year a committee of Japs came over 
to this country for the purpose of in- 
specting our navy yards and also to 
study our methods in general. The ac- 
tion of the Japanese governmerm, there- 
fore, is, in all likelihood, the result of 
this committee’s report. The United 
States should encourage trade relations 
with this enterprising little island, as 
such an intercourse is likely to net large 
profits in the near future.

who was able to lead the children 
For the last twenty years we have 
building fine jails in Georgia and 
neglecting to build fine sechoolhouses for 
the children in the country. I repeat here 
what I have said a thousand times in my 
public addresses to the people in the rural 
districts of Georgia, that we would have 
less use for jails if our schoolhouses were 
made as comfortable for the children as 
the jails are for the criminals, and if the 
salaries @f the teachers were made equal 
to the salaries of the sheriff and the jailer. 
The money of the people has simply been 
spent on the wrong end of life. If the same 
money that Georgia is now spending on 
grown-up criminals was spent in saving 
the children, our prison. population would 
be infinitely less and the happiness and 
peace and prosperity of our homes would 
be infinitely greater. I will go away from 
home and bring to the attention of our 
legislatbrs some statistics from the English 
people since they established a public school 
system in England. These statistics tell 
a most interesting story. ‘In England, in 
1856, the number of young persons com- 
mitted for indictable offenses was about 
14,000, Ten vears later the number had 
fallen to 10,000. In 1876 the number fell to 
T.0c0; in 1896 the number had fallen to 
5.000, During all of this time in which the 
record of juvenile crime had fallen more 
than 50 per cent the population had in- 
crease 40 per cent. The prison statistics 
of England tell a storv nearly as interest- 
ing. In twenty vears the prison population 
has decreased about 30 per cent. These 
prison statistics also show that out of 1tH,- 
000 persons committed to prison in that 
time, a very large majority were unedu- 
cated: only about 4,000 could read and write 
well. That this result has been brought 
about by a school system that has been 
rapidly reaching the masses of the people 
nobody will dispute. No people on the face 
of this earth have been so careful in the 
selection of the teachers for their children 
as the English people. They have insisted 
upon it that only men and women who were 
capable in every respect should be placed 
in charge of the little ones. 
The Negro Is Advancing. 

“T am delighted-to find that the negro as 
a rule makes the most of the opportunity 
which the state is providing for the edu- 
cation of his children. I steadfastly be- 
lieve that the colored man is destined to 
do the state a great service in return for 
the liberal division of the school fund that 
he now enjoys. If our theory of educa- 
tion is true that ignorance never was any- 
thing but a curse to the people who were 
ignorant—and the history of the world 
shows that the theory is true—then it is 
unquestionably a wise policy on the part 
of the state to educate the negro, As long 
as he remains in ignorance he is a stand- 
ing menace to everything we hold dear. If 
left to the weak and absolutely helpless 
condition in which ignorance places him, 
with a ballot in his hand that can in no 
sense be called a free ballot, he may have 
the power to destroy everything good that 
our civilization has brought us. By na- 
ture the negro is impulsive, by nature he 
is sympathetic, by nature he is emotional 
and easily excited, he is instinctively loyal 
and generous If the good qualities of 
his head and heart are wisely directed by 
proper educational processes he can fhe- 
come, and, believe, will become, a most 
potential factor in aiding the southern 
people to work out their great industrial 
problem. It is a great mistake to suppose 
that education hurts the colored man and 
unfits him for service. A little false ed-

| this, but the natural and normal devel- 
opment of the life and character of the 
negro, as has already been shown in 
many notable instances, will make him a 
most valuable aid to us as a people. I 
find wherever I have gone in the state 
a growing disposition on the part of the 
intelligent colored men to show their sense 
of gratitude for the aid that the white 
people of Georgia are giving’ the race 
by cultivating the kindliest and most help- 
ful relations between themselves and their 
white neighbors and fends. This, to my 
mind, is a most hopeful indication. The 
state can well afford to continue its lib- 
erality toward its colored citizens, in view 
of the fact that this liberality prom- 
ises such large returns in the multiplied 
usefulness of the negro race. 

“I believe the time has come to add in- 
dustrial features to our common school 
system, The sentiment of the world is 
rapidly changing on this matter of in- 
dustrial education. School men are in- 
sisting upon it that a boy's brain will have 
weak spots left upon it unless the organs 
of his body have the training necessary 
to develop what we call manual skill, In 
the public schools throughout the coun- 
try this is being put into successful prac- 
tice, and the colored people espectally 
need a system of education that wll in- 
crease their industrial usefulness. The 
time when this mind development that fits 
one for useful occupations in life must 
TaXe place is in his childhood.

His visit last 
year to his native county of Lincoln, was 
an educational inspiration to the people of 
that section of the state. Dr. Curry Is 
himself a great educational force. He has 
kiven the larger part of his life to the 
study of the educational problem. He has 
written and spoken in almost all of the 
states in the union on the educational ques- 
tion. liis recent volume, ‘The Southern 
States of the American Uniton,’ a new 
school history, is a book-making epoch in 
the south. His speech in February et the 
meeting of the state superintendents at 
Jacksonville, Fla., was one of the most 
statesman-like utterances ever heard in 
the south. 

“The sincere praver of the friends of 
education everywhere is that Dr. Curry 
may be spsred many years yet 10 go up 
and down our waste places and make his 
eloquent appeal in behalf of the salvation 
of the children. 

“That part of the fund which he gave to 
Georgia for the colored people was devoted 
to institute work during the summer, In- 
stitutes of one month duration were held 
at Madison, Marietta, Marshallville, Albany 
and Valdosta. <A’boyt half of the colored 
teachers in,the state tended these five 
institutes, showing a reat eagerness in 
the colored people to take advantage of the 
opportunity offered them for professional 
study.”

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Allen King, of New Orleans, who passed 
through Atlanta yesterday afternoon on 
his way home from a summer in Europe, 
says that the English do not credit the 
reports that Queen Victoria’ is about to 
abdicate in favor of the Prince of Wales. 

“It is generally believed over there that 
the prince inspired the latest stories of 
that kind,’ said Mr. King. ‘‘Wales is noto- 
rious as poor pay. His debts are enormous, 
and his credit is very bad. 1 read a story 
in bone of the. London papers ten days 
ago to the effect that among his creditors 
is a banker, a well-known London club 
man. For a long time the prince had been 
trying to touch him for another loan, but 
Wales did not approach the man himeelf. 
Instead he had a friend try to work the 
banker. The banker would not accommo- 
date the friend. ‘If the prince wants 
money, he must come to me persunally,’ 
said the capitalist. One day, when his high- 
ness was dead broke, he pocketed his pride 
and asked the banker for a temporary loan. 
The capitalist immediately handed the 
prince one million two hundred thousand 
pounds. That is the story, but of course 
the amount is ridiculously exaggefated. 
However, it seems that the prince intima- 
ted that at an early date he would be 
able to square up with everybody, and.-this 
was probably the origin of the rumors 
about the queen abdicating.”

The 
judge said that a manager would be al- 
lowed the populists at every voting place 
in the county, It has been stated and com- 
mented upon in a very criticising manner 
by the populist press, that a division of 
managers would be given the populists at 
every voting place excepting the court- 
house in Macon. This, Judge Bartlett says, 
is a mistake. The populists will be given 
& manager at the courthouse and at every 
other precinct, so they cannot cry fraud, 
as they had given notice that they would, 
in Bibb county. “We have nothing but 
the fairest elections in Bibb,” said Judge 
Bartlett. “No fraud has ever been charged 
there by parties who are responsible.” 

Colonel Sim Blalock, of Fayetteville, 
Was at the Kimball yesterday. Colonel Bla- 
lock said Fayette, though a close county, 
would go for Governor Atkinson. The pop- 
ulists will be given a representation at the 
voting precincts in this county, and no 
room will be left for them to cry fraud 
after the election. Speaking of frauds 
and a recent letter written by Sam Jones, 
which will be scattered over the state as 
populist campaign literature, a gentleman 
at the Kimball yesterday said that the 
alleged ‘“‘proof’’ which Mr. Jones attached 
to his last epistle was very incorrect as to 
the contest in Fayette county four years 
ago between Hon. O. A. Blalock, democrat, 
and Mr. W. M. Cook, populist. Mr. Jones 
alleges in his letter that Mr. Cook, the 
populist, was wrongfully unseated by the 
legislature, in that the latter was not given 
time to substantiate counter proofs of 
fraud. The facts in the case are simply 
this: That the frauds on the populist side 
appeared so great that Mr. Blalock was 
readily able to subantiate his claim to the 
seat, while Mr. Cook, the populist, who 
was shown on tke face of the returns to 
be entitled to the seat, was several days 
over the limit given by the law—thirty 
days—in securing evidence, which, when 
secured, was not sufficieint to keep him 
his seat. This letter written by Mr. Jones 
will be circulated over the state, purport- 
ing to be a true statement of the recent 
contests in Georgii showing democratic 
frauds, but really a misrepresentation, like 
that part concerning the Fayette contest.

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The Murderer Left Town and Went to 
New York—Was Found in Bir- 
mingham Two Days Ago. 


M. FE. Jackson, the negro barber who 
killed a negro named Wilson in June, 1895, 
is behind the bars at police headquarters, 
After fifteen months of liberty Jackson was 
captured in Birmingham Saturday night 
and brought to Atlanta at 11 o’clock last 
night. 

Jackson was badly wanted in Atlanta, 
and his inearceration will be hailed with 
satisfaction. He cut Wilson’s head open 
with a razor and left him dead in an 
alley near Whitehall street on the night 
of Sunday, June 3d, of last year. Jackson 
left Atlanta, and since that time the bdffl- 
cers of every city in the south have been 
on the lookout for him. 

Jackson’s crime was regarded as a cold- 
blooded one, and there was much indigna- 
tion at the time of the killing. The negroes 
were bitter against the barber, and they 
threatened him with harm if he could be 
caught. Searching parties scoured the 
county and city for the murderer, but no 
trace of him was ever found, 

Jackson was arrested by Chief of Police 
T. ¢<. MeDonald, of Birmingham, who 
brouzht him to Atlanta last night and de- 
livered him to Chief Connolly, There 
is a reward of $150 for Jackson,. which 
will gi to Chief McDonald. He found 
the alleged murderer working in a barber 
shop, and identified him by a description 
sent out by Chief Connolly at the time 
Jackson killed Wilson. 

Why He Killed Wilson. 

Jackson says that he killed Wilson be- 
cause the latter attempted to assvclate 
with Emma Vaughan, a colored girl, who 
lived at Jackson’s house. He denied that 
he was wanted in Atlanta until Chief Mc- 
Donald left Birmingham with him yes- 
terday afternoon. He then realized that he 
was on his way to Atlanta, and that he 
would have to answer tv the charge of 
murder, and he made a full confession of 
his crime. 

Last night Jackson said: 

“T had no idea of hurting Wilson when lI 
cut him with my razor that night. He 
came to Emma’s yard and stood about 
the door awhile befor I went out. I had 
warned him to leave the girl wlone, and 
when he kept golrig'to her house I got mad, 
That night I heard him outside, and I got 
my razor and walking stick and went 
out to where Wilson was standing in the 
yard. I asked him what he meant by 
standing there, and he cursed me. I threw 
my stick at him, and he reached down for 
a rock br something. Abéut that time we 
got together, and I- grabbed my razor just 


as he made an effort to get something out. 


of his pocket. I struck at Wilson and felt 
my razor break. 

“Wilson fell over, and TI left him there, 
but I did wot think that he was badly 
cut. 1 went to the house of a friend on 
Cain street ard stayed all night. Next 
morning I sent a negro boy to Emma's 
house to find out how bad Wilsn was hurt, 
and when he came back and told me that 
Wilson was dead I decided tb leave. I 
walked to Decatur, and on Tuesday night 
I took the Georgia train for Augusta. 1 
went to Charleston and then to New York 
on a boat. I stayed there awhile, and then 
went to Montgomery, where my folks 
live. About two weeks ago I went to Bir- 
mingham and went to work there. I have 
worried a great deal about this trouble. 
For two weeks after I left I got The Con- 
stitution every day, and read about how 
they were lobking for me,’’* 


Will Be Tried for Murder. 


Jackson is under indictment for 
murder and the officers will now 
push the case against him. He 
will . be arraigned = at the coming 
term of court. There was great excitement 
among the negroes on the night of the 
Killing, and many of them aided the officers 
in the search. Officer Tysor reached the

When 
the idea of changing the county seat was 
first mentioned they began to work on the 
matter and soon found that such a thing 
was possible. Since that they have been 
working like Trojans and now have every- 
thins ready for the election to be called. 

“Men have been sent all over the county 
with petitions to the ordinary, asking that 
an election be called for the purpose of 
voting on the question of changing the 
county seat of this county from Decatur 
to Stone Mountain. P 

“The men bearing these petitions have 
worked hard and faithfully and have suc- 
ceeded in getting the names of more than 
two-fifths of the qualified voters of the 
county attached to them. The matter is 
now somewhat at a standstill. An inves- 
tization is being made of the manner in 
which the petition should be presented to 
the ordinary, and as soon as the investi- 
gation has been completed the petition will 
be handed to the ordinary and the election 
will be called.” 

The petitions will probably all be brought 
in during the early part of the week and 
be presented to the ordinary of the county 
for his inspection. if he finds them satis- 
factory the election will be called at once. 

What Stone Mountain Has Done. 

The citizens of Stone Mountain and those 
in that part of the county who favor the 
changing of the county seat of DeKalb 
county offer many inducements for the 
change. A subscription list has been in 
circulation in the city of Stone Mountain 
ard to this the people have subscrived 
freely. The object of the list is to raise 
$iv.000 for the purpose of helping to erect 
a new courthouse if Stone Mountain is 
made the seat of the county. The list is 
as yet incomplete and has not been pre- 
sented to all the residents of the city, but 
genilemen from Stone Mountain stated 
Saturday that there would be little trouble 
in raising the required amount, 

Besides this 310,000 in money 
King’s hotel, which is one of the largest 
buiidings in Stone Mountain, has been 
offered to be used as an assistance in the 
erection of the courthouse, and the beauti- 
ful piece of property on which it stands 
las been offered as a site for the new 
courthouse. 

It was stated at one time that the Ven- 
able Brothers had offered to give all the 
granite needed in the construction of the 
courthouse. This statement has since 
been denied, but a resident of Stone Moun-

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KING LEAR. 
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Interesting Dates Concerning the Uhar- 


acter Frederick Warde Portrays. 

The story of King Lear is a most in- 
teresting one, and varies somewhat from 
Shakespeare's tale. It goes back into the 
history of Britain nearly a thousand years, 
and in the early chronicles was spelled 
“Lier.” According to these Lier was the 
s0n of Bladud. After Bladud’s death Lier 
became king, and nobly governed his coun- 
try for sixty years, 

Hie had three daughters—Gonorille, Re- 
fan and Cordelia. Then follows the tale 
of yielding to false flattery and wrath 
against the simple words of truth. Sut 
Lier divided only half of his realm between 
his two false daughters and their husbands, 
the dukes of Cornwall and Albany, or 
north Britain, and the other half he keeps, 
which will be divided by them after his 
death. Afterwards, Cordelia was gi 
dowerless to Aganippus, king of the “ranks, 
who ruled over a third part of Gaul. Lier 
then remained for a long time king of that 
half of Britain which he had reserved for 
himself, but when he became intirm 
with old age, the dukes of Albany end 
Cornwall rose in insurrection against him 
and deprived him of his kingdom and all 
of his regal authority. At length, by mu- 
tual agreement, Maglanus, duke of Albany, 
one of his sons-in-law, was to allow him 
maintenance at his home, with vixtyv sol- 
diers of his own, who were to be kept for 
state. So Lier lived for two years, when 
his daughter, Gonorille, whom Albany had 
married, begrudgead the inumber of her 
father’s men, who complained of the scanty 
allowance. She caused the number to he 
reduced to thirty. Resenting this, Lier left 
Maglanus and went to Henuinus, duke of 
Cornwall, to whom he had marriad his 
daghter, Regan. Here he was honorably 
received, but before the end of another 
year a quarrel arose between the followers 
of Lier and those of the house, which 
raised Regan’s anger, so that she com- 
manded her father to dismiss all of his old 
men but five, and to be content with five. 
Lier went back in misery to Gonorille, who 
now required that he should dismiss all 
of his following but one. He was obliged 
to assent,-and with a single follower re- 
mained with Gonorille, lamenting his ine 
justice to Cordelia.” At last he resolved to 
go across the sea to her, and waited be- 
fore the city of Carita (Calais) while he 
sem)a messenger to tell her of the misery 
and want into which he had fallen. Cor- 
delia went at once and sent him money, 
clothes and food and ordered him a retinue 
of forty men, and when he was royally 
arrayed, she and her husband, Aganippus, 
received Lier honorably. They raised an 
army ard went with him to Britain, where 
they restored the whole Kingdom to his 
power. Lier resigned then until his death; 
three years afterwards, Aganippus also died 
and Cordelia succeeded to her father’s 
rule. She goverened peacefully for five 
years, after which she was warred against 
by the two sons of her sisters—Morgan, 
son of Gonorille Maglanus, with Cuneda- 
gius, son of Regan and Henuinus. Tney 
had each succeeded to their father's duke- 
dom, and were not content that Britain 
should be subject to a woman. They over- 
came Cordelia and shut her in prison, 
where she killed herself.
